in a package proposal, to the 
company Tuesday. But this was 
rejected by the firm, he stated.

Mr, Brimer said the package 
came to 6.17 cents per hour, while 
Mr. Seier said he believes it is 
somewhat less. The difference 
comes, he said, in the amount of 
money figured for insurance. 

He also stated that the union, 
rather than demanding what has 
been termed the national average 
in the rubber industry, is seeking 
less than a 10-cent package. He 
explained that the big four rubber 
companies had a 15-cent packaze.

Tough, But Right, Decision 


A majority of the Selectmen made a tough decision 
Monday night, when they turned down Sidney P. White’s 
application for permission to install a sewer line under 
Andover st. to serve a commercial enterprise he plans in 
that location. 

The requested sewer was one-third of the size recom- 
mended for the sewer main extension in the area, Camp, 
Dresser and McKee have urged that an 18-inch main be 
placed in this street, whenever extensions are made, in 
conformance with the over-all sewer plan.

Regardless of the definition of loading, however, the 
practice remains a menace as long as it continues. The 
Selectmen have decided to request cooperation from the 
truckers — and that’s all to the good, But the request 
Should be accompanied by a warning that trucks may have 
to be covered completely if the spillage continues. 

Covering the trucks would be a nuisance to the drivers, 
and would cost the owners money in time lost from actual 
hauling. But if it prevented one accident, the loss in 
money and time would be inconsequential,

Contract Extended 

The contract under which mem- 
bers of Local 137 United Rubber, 


Cork, Linoleum and Plastic 
Workers, had originally expired 
Sept. 15, but was extended until 
last Sunday, 

A vote was taken Sept. 15, 
authorizing the executive com- 
mittee of the union to call the 
strike. Mr. Geier said this secret 


ballot was 578 yes, 33 no and one 
in dispute, out of a total eligible 
membership of 860, He stated that 
last Sunday’s meeting, confirming 
the strike vote, was so crowded 
that no one counted the number 
present. A call for those opposed 
to the strike resulted in the re- 
cording of a unanimous vote, he 
stated, 
Letter To Workers 

In a letter to all employees, 
Mr. Brimer has outlined the com- 


pany’s position, and has listed 


the proposals made by the firm. 

In part, explaining the firm’s 
position, the letter stated: 

“Around the end of September 
the committees began to discuss 
the general wage increase and on 
Oct. 1 Mr. Bevan and I met with 
the committees.
